ly of summer water, which, even without 
ther contributory causes, would have greatly 
nereased the value of land. In former years 
hird of,the land was put under cotton, 
da little under summer maize. 'l'o-day 
walf is under cotton and half under maize, 
practically all summer crop. ‘I'he ultimate 
wisdom of such intensive farming is question- 
ble at least before tle native more thorough- 
ly understands aud makes use of manures, 
both farmyard and artificial. It may be re- 
marked in passing, that as a matter of fact 
he is taking to the use of artificial manure 
supplied in rapidly increasing quantity 
through the Khedivial Agficultural Society. 
POPULATION 
in any country is one of the most important 
factors in land yaluation. ‘I'he census - of 1900 
showed a population in Egypt of 9} millions, 
the increase of the previous, decade: being 37, 
perannum. Neither wars nor pestilence and 
certainly no Malthusian doctrine affect this 
increase, Cholera two years ago only checked 
the increase fur one year by one half per cent. 
Plenteous food, plenteous wage-earning, labor 
enable any native to marry, and that at an 
Yurly age, so that a century sees five genera- 
tious instéad of the usually accepted standard 
of three generations in Europe. The -wowen 
are exceedingly prolific, aud but for the exces- 
sive infant mortality the country would over- 
flow with population. Roughly, one-third of the 
deaths are of children under one year, another 
third of children from 1 to 5 years. It a fair 
proportion of the children born were raized, 
the increase of population would be unprece- 
lented. 

There are practically no industries in Egypt 
except agriculture, and the population is fully 
1,000 to the square mile of cultivated land, 

‘Lhe population is eating up all the cereal 
crop produced, and these crops do not even 
suffice to feed it, Wheat exports are insigni- 
ficant, bean exports are decreasing, and*barley, 
mostly for brewing, which pays higher than 
food value, has averaged about 7,000 tons in 
the last 10 years. But against exports there 
are imports of flour, rice and maize, making 
good the statements that the country no more 
than feeds itself. 

COTTON, 

Ten years ago on good land capable of pro- 
lucing 6 kantars of cotton per feddan, the 
owner planted 1/3 of his area, ran considerable 
risk of scanty summer water, and had, calculat- 
ing his whole area in, 2 kantars worth 200 ; 
P.T. per kantar=F.'T. 400, To-day /he has 
1/2‘his area in cotton, or 3 kantars, worth 
P.T. 350 per kantar=P.'T. 1050. His maize 
gives similar increased returns in quan- 
tity, and the price has-also advanoed in lesser
